America, bo th o f who m are under in­ 
dictment charging them jo intly with 
vio latio n o f the natio nal banking lavs, 
esme with the swearing in o f Curtis 
ae ihe first witness fo r the defense in 
the trial befo re Judge llo tigh in the 
United States co urt here. 
Befo re be 
ginning Mr. Curtis’ ex aminatio n the 
co urt had heard arguments o n behalf 
o f bo th defendants mi mo tio ns to <lifa* 
rr.lss the indictments, and had y ielded 
o n a few mino r po ints, dismissing the 
co tints chnrging co nnpira« >’ and mis­ 
appro priatio n in o ne specific Instance, 
but maintaining: fifty -five co unts charg­ 
ing o ver-certificatio n, making o f false 
repo rts, misapplicatio n and the use 
o f funds o f depo sito rs fo r speculative 
purpo ses. 
Befo re calling the fo rmer president 
o f the suspended Bank o f No rth Amer­ 
ica to the stand in hia o wn behalf, fo r­ 
mer Judge W. M. K Olco tt, Curtis’ 
atto rney , anno unced that he had per- 
rut.ded his client “to tell all the facts.” 
“My client ho pes.” said he, “that his 
testimo ny will no t injure any o f the 
o ther directo rs o r o fficers who had to 
do with the management o f the af­ 
fairs o f the Bank o f No rth America. 
It is no t his purpo se to po int his fin­ 
ger at any o ne individual and say , 
‘y o u did it. no t I.’ 
He will, ho wever, 
tell the facts and state things as they 
really happened.” 
Tells o f His Ea rly Ca reer. 
Mr. Curtis be'ran his testimo ny bv 
relating his early career in the hank­ 
ing business. 
He had started at fo ur­ 
teen In the o ffice o f a Wall street bro ­ 
ker, he said, graduating ten y e a r’ 
later to a clerkship in the Bank o f 
the State o f New' Yo rk, the institutio n 
eubsequentlv purchased by Mo rse and 
merged with the Bank o f No rth Amer 
lea. 
There he had advanced-thro ugh 
the vario us trades to the po sitio n o f 
cashier. In

o f MO.000.000, he declared. 
Mo rse was. at the time, vice presl- 
ent and directo r o f the bank. During

o sed by President Edwards.

s return be o btained co ntro l o f the 
ank by purchasing a majo rity o f the 
to ck, Mr. Curtis reco unted, and after 
listing Edwards, installed Curtis as 
resident. 
Mo rse, the witness testl- 
ed, carried a balance o f between 
100.000 and $1*0.000 wdth the hank 
nd had bro ught a go o d manv custo m- 
rs and depo sito rs to It. 
When the 
arro ll lo an o n 4,000 shares o f 
Tee had 
o me up fo r renewal in the name o f 
raun, o f Primro se ft Braun. Mr. 
o rse had Instructed him, the witness 
aid, to put It thro ugh, telling him 
hst he wo uld stand back o f It and 
uarantee It. 
At the time, Curtis tes- 
lfl^d. he suno o sed Mo rse to be a verv 
lch man. having heard his wealth 
stimated at $22.000.000. It was there- 
)re no t ev*rao rdlnary , he tho ught, 
hat he sho uld accept Mo rse’s guaran- 
ee as fully pro tective.

New York, Oct. 28.—The expected 
Spilt between Charles W. Morse, bank 
promoter, financier and "Ice trust" or 
tanker, and Alfred H. Curtis, pres!

ing over-certification, making of false 
reports, misapplication and the use 
of funds of depositors for speculative 
purposes. 
Before calling the former president 
of the suspended Bank of North Amer­ 
ica to the stand in his own behalf, for­ 
mer Judge W. M. K. Olcott. Curtis’ 
attorney, announced that he had per­ 
suaded his client “to tell all the facts." 
“My client hopes,** said he, "that his 
testimony will not injure any of the 
other directors or officers who had to 
do with the management of the af­ 
fairs of the Bank of North America. 
It is not his purpose to point his fin­ 
ger at any one Individual and say, 
‘you did it, not I.’ He will, however. 
tell the facts and state things as they 
really happened.’’

Memory of Former President HarH* 
son Honored. 
Indianapolis, Oct. 28.—The tribute 
of his home was paid to General Ben­ 
jamin Harrison. The memory of In­ 
diana’s 
distinguished 
son, 
soldier, 
statesman and president of the Unit­ 
ed States, was honored in a way to 
be remembered by the thousands of 
citizens who gathered, despite the 
cold, to witness tho unveiling of the 
striking bronze likeness of their for­ 
mer fellow-townsman. Vice President 
Charles W. Fairbanks, who is presi­ 
dent of the General Harrison Me­ 
morial association, in a few remarks, 
presented the monument to the peo­ 
ple. 
A parade participated in by the 
Tenth United States infantry from 
Foit Benjamin Harrison, one regiment 
of the Indiana national guard and 700 
Civil war veterans, including many 
members of the Seventh regiment, of 
which former President Harrison was 
colonel, preceded the unveiling exer­ 
cises.

before the draped figure of the man 
whose last picture was taken with her 
in his arms.

The 
flags released, opened out and re­ 
vealed the bronze figure. The little 
girl then lifted an American flag from 
the base of the monument, uncovering 
an immense laurel wreath sent by 
President Roosevelt. Carrying this, 
she returned to present it to her 
mother.

CONFERENCE OF 


POWERS LIKELY 


Probably Be Held to Set­ 


tle Balkan Trouble. 


London, Oct. 28.—The recent pour­ 
parlers in European capitals appear to 
have brought the idea of an interna­ 
tional congress for the settlement of 
the Balkan problems appreciably near­ 
er realization. Both Austria-Hungary 
and Bulgaria are adopting a policy of 
moderation. Baron von Aehrenthal, 
the Austro-Hungarian foreign minis­ 
ter. announces that his government 
is ready to enter the congress to dis­ 
cuss the annexation of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, provided the discussion 
respects Austria’s “sovereign rights” 
in those provinces, while the Bulga­ 
rian government is now reconciled to 
the payment of pecuniary compensa­ 
tion to Turkey. 
A further rapprochement between 
the contending parties is expected to 
result from the visit of Emperor Will­ 
iam to the Austrian emperor and Arch 
duke Francis, who is regarded as the 
prime mover in Austria’s forward 
policy in the Balkans. 
M. Milovanovics, the Servian foreign 
minister, has arrived In London. To 
his policy of moderation at a critical 
moment is attributed the fact that 
Servia is not plunged in a war ad­ 
venture. He will confer with Sir Ed­ 
ward Urey, the British secretary for 
foreign affairs, during his stay here, 
and the conferences are expected to 
confirm Servia in a policy of peace. 
M. .Milovanovics will proceed to Paris 
on Saturday and then to Rome.

Cut That the Protective Policy Made 
Possible the Chief Industry of Yon­ 
kers, N. Y. 


Troy, N. Y., Oct. ?S.—The industries 
af the cities and towns which line the 
banks of the picturesque Hudson from 
G reater New York to Troy, were made 
the text for the speeches of W illiam 
H. Taft to the people of these cities 
and towns. 
Yonkers smiled on the big form of 
I he Ohioan through a heavy shower. 
tie talked at length to as many as 
could get into the largest theater, and 
then addressed those who had stood 
waiting in the rain, whose num ber 
was even greater. 
Mr. Bryan spoke In Yonkers Mon­ 
day. and, saying he understood his dis­ 
tinguished opponent had charged th at 
the Republican party had done noth­ 
ing for labor. Mr. Taft first asserted 
th at the policies of the Republican 
party had been chiefly devoted to the 
Interests of labor, and the pointed out 
that the protective policy made possi­ 
ble the sugar refining industry, the 
chief enterprise of the city. 
“Certainly Mr. Bryan was a bold 
man to advocate such views in a town 
like Yonkers.” continued Mr. Taft, 
“which I believe is one of the great­ 
est m anufacturing towns in propor­ 
tion to its size in the state of New 
York, and is dependent upon the pro­ 
tective system .”

“He would take off the differential 
on sugar—th at protection which is 
necessary to enable us to have anv 
sugar refineries In this country. 
It 


would cause the establishment of re­ 
fineries in Germany, and all of your 
population here dependent on this re­ 
finery would be affected. 
And not 
only would It destroy the trust, but 
with It the independent refineries.” 
•T h e Republican party is Just as 
much opposed to monopoly as the 
Democratic 
party,” 
announced 
Mr. 
Taft latc% ,-It passed and enforced 
the anti trust law. 
It believes in go­ 
ing d ire c ts Kf the evil of monopoly 
by punishing men for continuing it. 
rather than by destroying the indus­ 
tries and the great combinations of 
capital tfcst have much utility, and 
are of such benefit to the wage-earn- 
crs. 
Tt believes in stam ping out, the 
evil. and not stam ping out the corpo­ 
ration.” 
Tarrytown, Peekskill and Fishkill 
Banding likened in the rain to short 
speeches delivered by the candidate 
from the rear of hts car.

peas did re f seem to dull the ardor 
of the citizens. 
W hen the T aft spe­ 
cial reached Poughkeepsie the rain 
had lust censed and the sun came out 
brightly. 
He was driven up town to 
the Collingwood Opera House, which 
was crowded to the very doors.
